REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to 
independent claims 1 and 7, the combination of prior art references does not teach or 
fairly suggest the limitations cited within the claims. Applicants Remarks, recorded on 
1 1/4/2010, regarding 3 dimensional model" is for purposes of explaining that it is 
possible to apply the steganographic technology to a 3 dimension model. Subsequently, 
metadata as disclosed in Davis is for authenticating and does not pertain to 3 
dimensional display (Remarks, Page 2). 

As to claims 2 - 6, these claims are dependent upon allowable claims 1 and 7 
respectively and are thus also considered allowable over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
